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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 9/14/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, Kondo teaches in Figure 9 A and in the abstract that it is advantageous when 
performing a thinning process on an image to thin the lines in a uniform distribution as depicted 
in Figure 9A in order to generate a thinned picture more proximate to the original picture and 
therefore, generating an image without distorting the coding efficiency. 

The applicant argues that combining Kondo with Miyamoto would destroy the 
invention of Miyamoto since Miyamoto teaches his invention was created to avoids having to 
store multiple rows of image data in order to average pixel data for a given color across the 
array, which is exactly what Kondo suggests. 

The examiner disagrees and points out that the examiner is not relying on the 
teachings of Kondo to store multiple rows of image data. The examiner is only using Kondo 
teaching of selecting a uniform set of pixels during a thinning operation.
